N Tuefday laft the Venetian Ambaffa- 

dvr M. Dantel Dolphino, who for a- 

bove four Years has executed that O/- 

fice at the linperial Court wiih great 

Applaufe, had his Audience of Leave 

of their Imperial Majcft,’s. Ihe Emperour pre- 
fented him with bis Picture {er wich Diamonds, and 
conferr'd on him the Honour of Knighthocd, a 
Cuftem ufuaily obferv’d with the Ambaffadors of 
that Republick. Ycfterday his Exceliency had his 
Audience of Leave of the Emprefs-Di wager, and 
is preparing to go hence affoon as bis Succeffor ar- 
rive. We have Advice from che River Waag, that 
one of our Parties of 50 Horfe, having met near 
Tirnau with a Parry of the Rebis of 100 Herfe in- 
tirely defeated them, notwithitendir: their Supe- 
riority, cutting moft of them: to pices, ard taking 
about 30 Prifoners, whom they brougue to their 
Quarters with 50 Horfes, taken from sem iskewife. 
Leters from Buda of the 220 of jaft Month fay, 
that the Rebel Sekeres had jctien in with our Fora- 
gers,and "aken about go Prifiners together with about 
30 Horfes. A Party of the Maleconients on the 
fide of Peft had gain’d the hke Advantage over our 
Foragets there, but the Inhabitants of Peft Sallying 
out, not only re-took their Booty, but kilid about 
28 of the Rebels, They write from Great Wara- 
din, that on the 26th of laft Month, the Rebels 
that block’d up the Place made vigorous Attack up- 
on our Forayers,and rook from them {ome Horfes,and 
other Caitle, making at the fame time falfe Alarms 
in feveral Plcces: But our National Militia Mounr- 
ing imatediziely on Horfeback, and being fupported 
by forme German Troops under the Command of 
Collonel Beeker, they repuls’d the Enemy, and re- 
took their Booty. In the Evening a Party that 
had been fent abroad by that Colionel return’d to 
Great Waradin with a Commiffary cf Prince Ra- 
gotski, whom they had raken Prifoner; and reporred 
ht had defeated fome Rebels in the Diftri& of 

ellinies.

The Imperial Decree to the Governor and Garrifen of 
the City of Hamburg. 

[XN the Name of his Imperial Majefty, our moft 

Gracious Soveraign, the Governour Major Gene- 
ral Druchlehen and the reft of the Officers, and the 
Soldiers of the Garrifoa of the City of Hamburg 
are to teke notice ; that the Order that has been 
iffu'd out being fafficienily known, as well as his 
Imperial Majefty’s paternal Intention to quier the in- 
teftine Troubles that are arifen in that City, ‘tis ex- 
pected that the faid Major General and the Garrifon 
under his Command, do not in any wife dire&ly or 
lndireétly oppofe che fame ; which they ase exprefly 
hereby forbid to do in the Name of bis {aid Impe- 
tial Majefty; and at the fame time it is exprefly 
decler'd and made known, that if be, or the Garri- 


fon under his Command oppofe themfelves, or com- 


mand the leaft oppofition to the promoting and exe- 
Cuting of that moft reafonable Imperial Order, or 


as Whatfoever fhall be thought neceffary to be under- 


taken and done in Conformizy thereto, be and all 
his Garrifon are not only to expect the freacment 
threaten’d by exprefs Order from ail the Munifters, 
bur fhall hke wife be declar’d hhable co the Coutilca- 
tion of all their Eftates, wherever they are, and co 
the other Punithmenis conformable to the Imperial 
Co:ftitmtion ; according to which they are to regu- 
lace themlelves, and to preferve themfelves from 
Danger. In Tefimony whereof I have fign'd this 
with my own Hand, and affix’d my Seal to it at the 
Camp ai Hamburg this 24th of May 1708.

A Letter fiom the King of Denmark to the 
Empcrour. 
OUR Majefty’s dear, fricnd!y, brotherly,and 
and affeCtionaie Lever bas abundandy fhewn 
us how much your Majefty intends to concern your 
felf in the Differences aufen in our Hereditary and 
mof Loyal Ciy of Hamburgb, between the Ma- 
giftrates and the Citizens, for the prefervation of che 
publick Peace in the Circle of the Lower Saxony, 
and in order to avoid all manner of Extreams, and 
fhewing us what Meafures are proper to be taken in 
this Exigency and Circumftances of Affairs, defiring 
us moreover not to Oppofe your Defigns, bur on tke 
contary, te promote and furhera Work fo ufeful to 
the Publick, and tending to give offence to no Man 
whatfoever, much lefs to the Prejudice cr Infringe- 
ments of our Rights over the faid City. 

We cannot conceal from your Majefty, who are 
fo dear to us, that we are not in the leaft pleas’d at 
the Troubles that have happen’d in the City of Ham- 
burgh; but affure you chat we rather defire that 
they were compos’d and accommodated according 
to Reafon, and wishour Damage :o the Rights and 
Privileges of either of the conrending Parties 5 nor 
fhould we have omitted on cur Side to have procur'd 
tha: Good by one Means or enother without any 
Wrong or Prejudice ro either of them, and chiefly 
without any Offence to the Quiet of the Circle, had 


we not reflected that our good Intentions might’ 


have beer. taken in ill Part, acd interpre:ed amifs, 
or efteem’d by any foreign Intervention 2s prejudi- 
cate in bebalf of our high Rights; which we aim 
and endeavour to avoid, no lefs cham to alter or di- 
fturb in any manner, or by any proceedings in this 
embroil’d Conjuncture, the Inteitine Quiet of the 
Circle, of the Empire, and cf the Common In- 
tereft. We willingly refer our felves to ‘he Mea- 
fures perbars already taken, or thet fhall be taken 
by your Majefty, who are moft dear to vs, for Love 
of the Circle: But we defire likewile, ther all Ex- 
treams may be avoided, and are firmly of Opinion, 
that the Troubles which reign in thar City will ne- 
ver be intirely compos’d by viclent Metbods, but 
that ic would: be more expedient to re-unite the 
Hearts of the Magiftrates and Citizens by amicable 
Means, and thus to reftore the Trarquility of the 
ity. 
. We have this intire Confidence in = Sublime 
udgment of your Majefty, who are dear to us, 
te you, together with the King of Pruffia 
and the Elector of Brunf{wick-Lunenburg, who are 
dear to us, will maturely weigh all thefe things ; 
as likewife how in cafe of a Blockade or any 
other hoftile Infult, the Commerce of ours and 
the Neighbouring Countries would be interrupt- 
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‘ed; and how great Damage this our fo confi- 
derable Trading City in the Empire and Circle 
would fuffer iu its Credit. But if 1t fhould be re- 
folv’d to come to any Ex:remity ( which we neither 
hope nor think nec: ) we doubds not bur your 
Majefty, who are dear tous, will asa Friend and 
Neighbour, lay to Hearc the Prefervation of our 
moft remote Territory, without giving us any caule 
of Complain: ; feeing we canin no wile faffer that 
our faid Verriiory, and our other faithful Subjects 
on its Confines,fiursd be Oppreis’d with tae Marches 
and Quartering of Troops, or with any other 
Wrongs of like Na ure: Much 'e%S can we believe, 
that through Dilcioline or Uitorders chat are 
ufual in Cafes, our faid thall in the 
leatt be dam-g't or aggriev’d. in this Hupe we 
perfevere, always ready and dilpos’d to 
fhew your Majeity, wao are to us, a) manner 
of FiiencMip, Brotherly and Aiicctionate Nind- 
nefs.
